INTRODUCTION. 


This publication ‘constitutes a subject-chronological monograph 
relating to the maps of America in the Library of Congress. 

Many maps of rare interest are buried in books and atlases, and 
difficult to find when most wanted. They are often torn from their 
original places, their history becomes a question of doubt, and they 
are sold at a greater price than the atlas in which they were originally 
found. These I have endeavored to identify. The manuscript maps 
of the Revolutionary war, contained in the Faden, Force, and Rocham- 
beau ¢éollections, many of them unknown to the historian, are in the 
Library and here noted. 

The maps in atlases are each separately catalogued. A large number 
of old state and county maps and plans of cities are fully described. 
The original spelling in the titles of old maps has been retained. The 
measurements of the maps are in inches. I have prefaced this volume 
with a list of works relating to cartography. 

This list only includes such maps as were in the Library at the time 
of the opening of the new building, in November, 1897. The large 
increase since then will eventually result in a supplemental volume. 
Some important titles of recent date, however, have been inserted.

Preface, p. xxxviii. ‘‘There are 
in this volume references to several maps of the colonies in America as 
well as of the West Indies. Sir Peter Colleton writes to his honoured 
friend John Locke”’ that mr. Ogilby is printing a relation of the West 
Indies, and wishes to get a map of Carolina, and he desires he will ask 
Lord Ashley for the maps of Cape Fear and Albemarle, so as to draw them 
into one with that of Port Royal and he will wait upon his lordship for 
the nomination of the rivers, ete. And sir Peter adds, if Locke would 
draw up a discourse to be added to this map in the nature of a descrip- 
tion, ‘‘such as might invite people without seeming to come from us,”’ it 
would yery much conduce to the speedy settlement of Carolina (715). 
The sieur Sanson published two maps of Carolina some years after 
Ogilby’s map was printed, in which the several counties and some of the 
rivers and capes are named after the lords, proprietors, viz., Albemarle, 
Ashley, Berkeley, Clarendon, Carteret, Craven and Colleton. John 
Ogilby, was appointed cosmographer to Charles II, and supplanted sir 
William Davenant as master of the revels in Ireland: he was also the 
originator of ‘‘Paterson’s Roads.’’ His ‘‘Advertisment”’ at the end. of 
this volume contains some of his contributions to cosmography and a list 
of the several atlases he was engaged upon. His map of Africa was pub-

Ifa foreigner arrives in any 
part of the Continent and is under the necessity to travel by land, he applies to a book- 
seller, who with the assistance of the index map chooses out the particular pages which 
are necessary for his direction. It is expected many other entertaining and useful 
purposes will be descovered when these surveys come into general use,

These four maps, made from original 
surveys, contain all which the student can learn from maps of Virginia to 
1751. After that the Indian, followed by the Revolutionary war, made the 
country better known with more cartographical information, the result.

The positions for the different grand edifices, and for the several grand squares or areas 
of different shapes as they are laid down, where first determined on the most advan- 
tageous ground commanding the most extensive prospects, and the better susceptible of 
such improvements as the various interests of the several objects may require, 
II, Lines or avenues of direct communication have been devised to connect the separate 
and most distant objects with the principals, and to preserve through the whole a reci- 
procity of sightatthesame time, Attention has been paid to the passing of those leading 
avenues over the most favorable ground for prospect and convenience. 
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III. North and south lines, intersected by others running due east and west, make the 
distribution of the city into streets, squares, &c. and those lines have been so combined 
as to meet at certain given points with those divergent ayenues, so as to form on the 
spaces ‘‘first determined,” the different squares, or areas, which are all proportional in 
magnitude to the number of avenues leading to them 


BREADTH OF THE STREETS. 


Every grand transverse avenue, and every principal divergent one, such as the communi- 
cation from the President's House to the Congress House, &c. are 160 feet in breadth,

In order to execute the above plan, Mr. Ellicott drew a true meridian line by celestial 
observation, which passes through the area intended for the Congress-House; this line he 
crossed by another due east and west, and which passes through the same area. These 
lines were accurately measured, and made the basis on which the whole plan was 
executed. He ran all the lines by a transit instrument, and determined the acute 
angles by actual measurement and left nothing to uncertainty of the compass.

Every lot deep colored red, with 
green plots, designates some of the situations which command the most agreeable pros- 
pects, and which are best calculated for spacious houses and gardens, such asmay accom- 
modate foreign ministers, &c. 

L. Around this square and along the 

M. Avenue from the two bridges to the federal house the pavements on each side will 
pass under an arched way, under whose cover shops will be most conveniently and agree- 
ably situated: this street is 160 feet in breadth and a mile long. 

The fifteen squares colored yellow, are proposed to be divided among several states in the 
Union, for each of them toimprove, or subscribe a sum additional to the value of the land 
for that purpose, and improvements round the squares to be completed in a limited time. 

The centre of each square will admit of statues, columns, obelisks, or any other orna- 
ments, such as the different states may choose to erect, to perpetuate not only the memory 
of such individuals whose councils or military atchieyments were conspicuous in giving 
liberty and independence to this country; but those whose usefulness hath rendered them 
worthy of imitation; to invitethe youth of succeeding generations to tread in the paths of 
those sages or heroes whom their country have thought proper to celebrate.

Me ie Senaian of those squares is such, that they are the most advantageously and recip- 
rocally seen from each other, and as equally distributed over the whole city district, and 
connected by spacious avenues round the grand federal improvements, and as contiguous 
to them, and at the same time as equally distant from each other as circumstances would 

admit, The settlements round these squares must soon become connected. 

The mode of taking possession of, and improving the whole district at first, must leave 
to posterity a grand idea of the patriotic interest which promoted it. 

The small spaces colored red, are intended for the use of all religious denominations, on 
which they are toerect places of worship, and are proposed to be allotted to them in the 
manner as those coloured yellow are to the different states in the Union; but no burying 
ground will be admitted within the limits of the city, an appropriation being intended 
for that purpose without. ’ 

NN. B. There are a number of squares or areas unappropriated, and in situations proper 
for colleges and academies, of which every society, whose object is national, may be 
accommodated. Every house within the city will stand square on the streets, and every 
lot on the divergent avenues will run square with their fronts on the most acute angle, will 
not measure less than 56 feet, and may well be above 140. Some of the streets running 
north and south, and east and west, are about 1200 poles, and the transverse streets about 
1300 poles.

These lines are opened and 
cleared forty feet wide; that is, twenty feet on each side of the lines limiting the terri- 
tory; and in order to perpetuate the work, I have set up square milestones, marked pro- 
gressively with the number of miles from the beginning on Jones's Point to the west 
corner; thence from the west corner; thence from the north corner to the east corner, 
and thence to the place of beginning on Jones’s Point, except as to a few cases where 
the miles terminated on a declivity or in water; in such cases the stones are placed on 
the nearest firm ground, and their true distances in miles and poles marked on them. 
On the sides facing the Territory is inscribed, ‘Jurisdiction of the United States;’ on the 
opposite sides of those placed in the State of Virginia isinscribed ‘ Virginia,’ and of those 
in the State of Maryland is inscribed ‘Maryland.’ On the fourth side is inscribed the 
year and the present position of the magnetic needle at the place. With this you will 
receive a map of the four lines, with a half mile on each side, to which isaddeda survey 
of the waters in the Territory and a plan of the city of Washington.”
